The true test of a speaker system is how 
close to ‘live’ it sounds. And, the Soundfield V 
passes this test like no other speaker system. 

It's the imaging. The dbx Soundfield V 
Stereo Imaging Speaker System doesn't 
just reproduce sound. It creates the illusion 
that the musicians are actually playing in 
front of you. This is known as stereo imag- 
ing (see the box at bottom right). 

The Soundfield V Speaker System is en- 
gineered to give you the best stereo-imaged 
sound regardless of speaker placement. 

All of the drivers in the Soundfield V Sys- 
tem were chosen for their matched sen- 
sitivity and frequency responses. 

A network of four specially-designed cross- 
over Circuits ensures the correct frequen- 
cies are routed to the proper drivers. This 
eliminates phase shift and cancellation. 

Two of the crossovers control the front 
drivers. All frequencies below 800Hz are 
sent to the 15” nylon-laminated woofer. 

The front 8” polypropylene midrange re- 
ceives all the frequencies between 800Hz 
and 3,500Hz. And, all frequencies above 
3,500Hz are routed to the ribbon tweeter. 

Two more crossovers control the top- 
mounted drivers. One directs all frequen- 
cies from 1,200Hz to 5,000Hz to the top 
midrange. The other routes all frequencies 
above 5,OOOHZ to the top ambience tweeter. 

This special crossover system tailors the 
sound for perfect stereo imaging no matter 
where you place the speaker systems. 

The ribbon tweeters and the top-firing 
tweeters are mounted on the outside edge 
of each cabinet. So, the systems have 
acoustically defined right and left speakers.

“Our new design can beat theirs,” Bob 


said confidently. 

Well, I’ve always loved a challenge. So, 
I told Bob Id be willing to bet $10,000 
that the RD-1 could beat Escort.

In my Spring 1986 catalog (Wow, was it 
really that long ago?) I published an ad 
entitled “A $10,000 Challenge to Escort.” 

In the ad, I challenged Escort to a one- 
on-one showdown. If Escort beat Maxon’s 
RD-1 by more than 10 feet, we would pay 
Cincinnati Microwave $10,000. If the 
RD-1 was the victor, Cincinnati Micro- 
wave would pay us.

5) True. Rain, high surface temperature, 
fog, dust, mist and even humidity can 
reduce both radar detector and radar gun 
efficiency. (Read Weather And Radar De- 
tector Efficiency on page 6 for the full | 
story.) 

6) True. When you speed, you lose about 
25% of your detector’s sensing range.

reply by June | of 1986. 

I threw down the gauntlet and waited 
for Cincinnati Microwave to pick it up. 
But, they didn’t. The June 1 deadline came 
and went. So, on June 2, I sent a letter to 

Paul M. Allen, Cincinnati Microwave’s 
Senior Vice President of Marketing. 

I asked Mr. Allen why he hadn’t replied 

_ to our challenge. On June 13, I received a 

letter from Mr. Allen which I later se 

lished in my Winter ’87 catalog. | 

In his letter, Mr. Allen referred to the 
challenge as an “advertising gambit” and 

stated that Cincinnati Microwave had no 
intention of participating in a one-on-one 
test with Maxon or any other firm. 

- He also referred to our $10,000 bet as a 
modest amount and called the RD-1 an 
“off-shore produced electronic gadget.”. 

I was frustrated. They had refused the 
challenge and insulted the RD-1. Things 
were really starting to heat up now. 

In my next catalog I upped the stakes 
from $10,000 to $20,000, which is a lot of 
'money to me. I thought for sure that 
would ruffle a few feathers. But, a year 
passed, and there was still no word. 

- During that time, Cincinnati Microwave 
introduced a new micro-radar detector 
called Passport. So I reissued the $20,000 
challenge in my Summer 87 catalog and 
expanded it to include Passport. 

If Escort or Passport beat the RD-1 in 
first alert and continuous alert, I’d hand 
over the $20,000. But, Cincinnati Micro- 
wave still ignored me. 

I tried again in September 1987, this 
time adding Maxon’s new Mini RD-25 
and Micro-Trouncer radar detectors to 
the challenge. Again, DAK was ignored. 

By this time, I was getting tired of the 


-whole mess. But, I refused to walk away . 


from the “fight.” Plus, I figured you 
DAKonians were getting bored, too. So I 
decided to leave it up to you. . 

In my Summer ’88 catalog I asked you 
to vote “For” or “Against” one final Cin- 
cinnati Microwave/Maxon Challenge. I 
even tried to rent Cincinnati Microwave’s 
list of 619,443 customers to send them a 
catalog so they could vote, too. 

Then, I retained the services of the 
prestigious accounting firm of Arthur 
Andersen & Co. to collect the votes. 

If more people voted “YES” to have the 
challenge, we would conduct it with 


= Maxon’s engineers and an independent 


laboratory with or without Cincinnati 
Microwave. But, if more people voted 
“NO,” not to have the challenge, I prom- 
ised to forget about it and print that Pd 
_ lost the vote in my next catalog. 

Arthur Andersen collected the votes in 


a locked U.S. Post Office Box from May 1- 


to August 31. Then, at 2 p.m. on Septem- 


ber 15, 1988, it happened.

from Arthur Andersen met with members 
of the press at the Beverly Hilton Hotel in

I have to admit I was a little nervous as

He would 
conduct the test. And, he would write the 
final, independent and conclusive report. — 


-= At last we would know how many 
seconds of initial and continuous sensing 
difference, if any, there were between 
Escort, Passport, RD-1, RD-25 and

On May 10, 11 and 18, 1989, Mr. 


Tomerlin and his crew of technicians con- 


ducted the tests. I was there, strictly as an 
observer, along with Bob Thetford and the 
Chief Engineer from Maxon. : 

It was a harrowing experience. We were 
up every day at dawn to watch Mr. 
Tomerlin and his crew put all five radar 


detectors through their paces. 


I was a little awestruck by the whole- 
thing. It was hard to believe that after ` 
three years of waiting, the radar challenge 
was finally happening. 

Fortunately, everything worked out well 
in the end. Maxon won some and lost 
some. But they didn’t win or lose by much. 
In the straight-ahead tests, where Passport 
scored its “first alert” before the RD-25, 
the RD-25 was only four seconds behind. 
In fact, all the tests where Cincinnati 
Microwave’s detectors came in first, the 
Maxon detectors were only seconds be- 
hind. And, when you think about it, that’s 
not much of a difference. — 

Overall, the RD-25 was better at “con- 
tinuous alert” and “full alert” while the 


Passport was better at “first alert.” 


In fact, in the straight-ahead tests 
against K-band radar, the RD-25 “full 
alert” sounded 40 seconds before Passport — 
and 67 seconds before Escort. 

The bottom line was, we would not 


have had to pay Cincinnati Microwave the

complete evaluation of each detector’s sen- 
sitivity and range, Mr. Tomerlin based his 


results and conclusions on three factors: 

1) The distance from the radar source at 
which each detector initially sensed the 
presence of radar signals and activated the 
first alert. | 

“First Alert” indicates maximum sensi- 


tivity. However, first alerts are quite often 


false alarms. 
' 2) The distance at which the detector’s 
“alert” light and/or light emitting diodes 


(LEDs) activated continuously. > 
“Continuous Alert” is more likely to ` 


signal the presence of a genuine radar 
signal. 

3) The distance at which the audible and 
visible alarms reached maximum intensity 
or full alert. 

“Full Alert” usually indicates that you're 
approaching the central portion of the 


-~ radar beam. | 
All of the units were tested while mount- 


ed on the sun visor of the test vehicle. 
Then 4 of the detectors were retested 
mounted on both the dashboard and wind- 
shield. 

It is important to note ae with the 
exception of the Escort, all the detectors 


_ performed substantially better when 


mounted on the windshield or visor. (For 
a full explanation of this phenomenon, see 


- “Dash Mount Versus Window Mount — 
< Which Is Better?” on page 5.) 
NOTE: All final evaluations were based: 


on the results of the visor-mount tests. 
The tests were performed using a Kus- 


tom Signals HR-12 radar speed meter 


(radar gun) operating at 24.150GHz, popu- 
larly known as K-band radar, and a CMI 
Speedgun 8 operating at 10.525GHz, usu- 
ally referred to as X-band radar.

THE STRAIGHT-AHEAD TEST 


Straight radar signals (as opposed to 
reflected signals) are the easiest for radar 
detectors to sniff out. All of the better 
radar detectors on the market have no 
trouble picking up straight-ahead signals 


and giving you more than ample warning. 


For this reason, most magazines no 


longer include straight-ahead tests in their- 


evaluations. 

But, Mr. Tomerlin felt straight-ahead 
tests were necessary for a complete eval- 
uation of each detector’s range and maxi- 
mum sensitivity. 


_ The straight-ahead tests were conducted 


on a deserted roadway in the Mojave 
Desert near Barstow, California. 


116 seconds of warning, 54 seconds behind 


The CMI Speedgun 8 X-band radar 
gun was mounted in a stationary vehicle at © 
one end of the road. At the other end of 


the road, approximately four miles away, 


the Kustom Signals HR-12 K-band radar 
gun was mounted in a second stajjonaty 
vehicle. 

The test vehicle then ad back and 
forth between the two guns at a calibrated 
speed of 65 mph. Several test runs were 
made with each radar detector. The com- 
puter calculated and recorded the results 
of each run. > 

For convenience, only the top three 
detectors in each category (first, full and 


continuous alert) will be discussed here. 


For the complete results, see Figure C. 
For first alert against K-band radar, the 
Passport came out on top, picking up the 
signal at 16,173 ft. (3.1 miles). The RD-25 
was at 15,864 ft. (2.97 miles). And, the 
RD- activated its first alert at 11,072 ft. 
At 65 mph, the Passport gave 170 — 
seconds (almost 3 minutes) of warning and 
the RD-25 gave 166 seconds of warning, a 
difference of 4 seconds. The RD-1 gave

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Passport. | 
The Passport was also first in contin- 
uous alert. It locked on at 11,313 ft. The — 
RD-25 locked on at 11,246 ft. That’s a 
difference of 67 feet, or 7/10 of a second. 
And, the RD-1 switched to continuous 
alert at 10,490 ft., 4 seconds after Passport. 

The RD-25 took the lead for full alert at 
8,388 ft., beating the RD-1 at 6,482 ft. by 
20 seconds and the Passport at 4,648 ft. by 


- almost 40 seconds. 


Considering that the radar gun did not 


lock on until the test vehicle was only 970 


feet away, using the first alert results, all 

three detectors gave nearly 3 miles or 156 

seconds (that’s over 2 minutes) of warning. —

-~ Against the X-band radar, the Passport, 


the RD-25 and the Escort were the best at 
first alert, with the Passport’s first alert at 
7,754 ft. The RD-25’s first alert was at 
-7,648 ft., a difference of 106 feet or 1.11 
seconds. The Escort was at 5,688 ft., 21 
seconds after Passport. 

For continuous alert against X-band, 
the Passport and Maxon’s RD-XL came 
out on top, followed by the Escort. 

- The Passport switched on at 4,942 ft., 
while the RD-XL switched to continuous 
alert at 4,299 ft., a difference of 449 feet or 
6.74 seconds. The Escort’s continuous alert 
7 seconds behind the 

Passport. 

The RD-1 was first for full alert at 3,294 
ft., followed by the RD-25 at 2,545 ft. (a 
difference of almost 8 seconds), and the 
-= RD-XL at 2,495 ft. (a difference of a little 
more than 8 seconds). 

On average, the X-band radar gun 
locked on to the test vehicle at 760 feet, so 
even the lowest ranked detector for first 
alert, the RD-1, which initiated first alert 
at 4,057 feet, gave over 34 seconds of 
advance warning. : 


THE AROUND-THE-CORNER 

~ AND OVER-THE-HILL TESTS 
Both the range of traffic radar and de- 
tector sensitivity are substantially reduced 
around corners and over the crests of hills. 
This foreshortening is mutual. However, 


in most instances, the edge remains with | 


the radar detector. 


On the majority of highways, the most - 


convenient way for a radar operator to 
stay out of sight is to aim the radar into a 
blind corner or over the crest of a hill. 
Since radar signals travel in straight 
lines, when the radar detector picks up one 
of these “hidden” signals, it is not the 
actual signal, but a reflected signal. 
= Detector sensitivity is more important 
in this instance than in a straight-ahead 
test because the reflected signals are weak- 
er, and the detector must be more sensitive 
in order to pick them up. 
Mr. Tomerlin conducted both the over- 


the-hill and around-the-corner tests at the | 


world-famous Willow Springs Internation- 
al Raceway in Rosamond, California. 

‘For the over-the-hill test, Mr. Tomerlin 
mounted the X-band radar gun in a Sta- 
tionary vehicle beneath the crest of a rise 
in the racetrack. All the detectors were 
tested and the complete results are found 
in Figure D. Again, only the top 3 de- 
tectors are covered here. 

NOTE: Only first alert and continuous 
alert readings were taken for both the 
over-the-hill and around-the-corner tests. 


For first alert, the Passport came out on- 


| top, issuing its first alert at 5,113 ft. The 
Escort issued its first alert at 4 ,994 ft. and 
the RD-25 at 4,852 feet. 


At 40 mph, the Escort was 2.02 seconds 
behind the Passport and the RD-25 was 
2.42 seconds behind the Escort. 

For continuous alert, the Escort and the 
RD-XL tied at 2,132 ft., followed by the 
Passport at 2, 113 ft. (0. 32 seconds later) 
and the RD-25 at 2,105 ft. (0.46 seconds 
later). 

- Since the aa gun locked on at 700 
feet, the average warning time for all three 
detectors was 1.21 minutes, proving that 


today’s radar detectors can readily sniff 


out radar even over hills. 


For the around-the-corner tests, the K- 


band radar gun was mounted in a station- 
ary vehicle approximately halfway through 
one of the curves in the racetrack. 

The test vehicle was then driven around 


the track, marking where each detector 


activated its first alert and continuous alert 
ee Piee B on page 3 for full results).

Around the corner, the top three were 


Passport, Escort and RD-25, initiating 


first alert at 1,187 ft., 1,080 ft. and 1,064 ft. 
respectively. The Escort trailed the Pass- 


‘port by 1.82 seconds while the RD-25 


trailed by 2.09 seconds. 


In continuous alert, the RD-25 came 
out on top at 613 ft., followed by the RD-1 - 


at 578 ft. and the Passport at 575 ft. The 
RD-25 offered over 10 seconds of warning 


_ while the RD-I and the Passport gave 9.85 


and 9.8 seconds of warning time respec- 
tively. 

In this test, the radar gun locked on at 
an average of 300 ft. Passport, Escort and 
RD-25 all sounded their “First Alert” at a 
minimum of 1,064 ft. Based on the 300 ft. 
radar gun range, all three detectors gave a 
net warning distance of at least 764 ft. 


AN IMPORTANT NOTE ABOUT 
EVALUATING THE RESULTS 


In evaluating the results of these tests, 
it’s crucial to remember that the critical 
distance at which a radar detector must 
locate a radar signal to be effective, is the 
range of the radar gun itself. 

Radar gun range varies greatly depend- 
ing on the type, make and model of the 


gun, the terrain in which it is used, traffic — 


density, weather conditions, time of day 
and several other factors. — 3 
Likewise, the critical distance for police 
radar is the distance at which the radar 
operator can make a positive visual iden- 
tification of the target vehicle. 
According to Mr. Tomerlin, when only 
one vehicle is present, this distance should 


not exceed one-half a mile (2,640 ft.) ina |

straight line. When there is more than one 
vehicle present, the distance should not 
exceed one-quarter mile (1,320 ft.).~ 

= During the test, Mr. Tomerlin found 
that the maximum distance at which X- 


band radar produced a reliable speed read- 


ing was approximately 1,000 ft., while the 
maximum distance for K-band radar was 


-1,200 ft. 


The most common range of radar o 


on X-band: was 760 ft. and the K-band 


radar gun did not lock on until the target

vehicle was within 950 ft. 

Consequently, even the minimum full 
alert range of all the detectors easily ex- 
ceeded the maximum range of both X-and 
K-band radar guns, whether measured 
in a straight line, around a corner or over | 


a hill. 


Special Note: The X-band aie distance 
results for these tests is less than would be 
normally expected, due to the low power 
of the radar gun used. | 

Typically, the first alert on X-band ex- 
ceeds K-band in distance. However, the 
test results illustrate that X-band cannot 


be expected to be the longest range or 


earliest alert in all cases. 


DASH MOUNT VS. WINDSHIELD 
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OVERALL RESULTS 


Mr. Tomerlin’s specific findings include 
the following: 

1) The RD-25 scored the highest among 
the Maxon radar detectors, while between 
the Cincinnati Microwave radar detectors, 
Passport outscored Escort. 

NOTE: If tests had been run on the ` 
dashboard, Escort would have outscored — 
Passport, perhaps explaining why various

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~ CITY/HIGHWAY FILTERS 
AND ANTI-FALSING FACT AND FALLACY 


A number of radar detector ads and 
magazine reports group city/highway fil- 


tering and anti-falsing into the same cat- 


egory. Actually, they are very different. 
The term city/highway filter is a mis- 
nomer. Many radar detector manufac- 


turers claim that their city/ highway filters 


screen out false radar signals. Not true. 
Radar guns work on microwaves. And, 
radar detectors pick up these microwave 


signals. They scan microwave frequencies 


and warn you when something is transmit- 
ting microwave signals. 
Unfortunately, burglar Sree auto- 


_ matic door openers at supermarkets and > 
even garage door openers also operate on- 


the same microwave frequencies. 


In order to “filter out” these signals, a 


radar detector would also have to “filter 
out” radar gun signals. 


In reality, a city/ highway filter is ac- 
tually a high/low sensitivity switch. In the 


city. mode, it decreases the radar detector’s - 
` sensitivity to X-band microwave signals. 


When you switch to highway mode, you're 


getting the maximum X-band sensitivity 


that the detector has to offer. 
Many radar detector manufacturers 


lead you to believe that the fewer false 


alarms you get in the city mode, the better 
the radar detector. This simply isn’t true. 
When radar detectors first hit the mar- 


ket, radar guns were the only source of 
scientifically-calibrated microwaves other — 


than commercial and ey radio trans- 
mitters. 
Originally, door openers, burglar alarms 


and other microwave-operated devices 


transmitted on unstable frequencies, which 
most radar detectors ignored. 

Today, due to advances in microwave 
technology, most microwave-operated de- 
vices transmit on stable frequencies. For 


_ example, the microwaves transmitted by a 
- garage door opener are the same as radar. 
Because these are stable microwave sig- | 


nals, you cannot “filter” them out without 


“filtering” out radar gun signals too. 


The only way to decrease the number of 
false warnings is to decrease the radar de- 


 tector’s sensitivity to stable microwave 


signals. Now, it may sound like you’re 


defeating the purpose of a radar detector 
when you reduce its sensitivity. But, the 
theory behind city/highway filters, when 


understood, makes a lot of sense. - 
When you're driving on the highway, 
there are usually fewer sources of stray 
microwave signals than in the city. So, if 
your detector is set at maximum sensitiv- 
ity, highway mode, your chances of pick- 
ing up false radar signals are greatly 


decreased when you’re on the highway. 


In addition, the radar gun may be up to 


Y 
` 


a mile away from you. The signal will be 
weak at first. So you need full X- band 
sensitivity to pick it up. 


But in the city, where there are more 


sources of stray microwave signals, a radar 
detector set on highway mode is more 
likely to be set off by false signals. By 
decreasing the detector’s sensitivity, you 
reduce the chances of pike oD erroneous 
signals. 

And, in the city, a radar gun may only 
be a block away, so you don’t need. as 
much sensitivity to detect the radar signal. 
So, it makes sense to decrease the sensitiv- 
ity to prevent stray microwaves from set- 
ting off your detector. : 

The only way to truly screen out non- 
radar gun signals is with special anti- 
falsing circuitry. Better radar detectors, in- 
cluding all of Cincinnati Microwave’s and 


= Maxon’s radar detectors, have superhetero- 


dyne circuitry that actually seeks out and 
eliminates false signals. . 
Superheterodyne anti-falsing circuitry 
works much like a radio scanner. It contin- 
uously sweeps the microwave frequency 
band searching for signals. When it detects 
a microwave signal, it zeroes in on that 
frequency and then sweeps the frequency 
band again. If it finds that exact same 
frequency again, it decides that it’s a true 
radar signal and alerts you of its presence. 
If the detector doesn’t find the same 
frequency again, it considers the original 
reading a false signal and ignores it. 
According to previous tests held by a 
number of automobile magazines, both 


Cincinnati Microwave and Maxon radar 
detectors are highly proficient at screening 


out unstable false signals. 


In the case of city/ highway filters, Cin- 


cinnati Microwave and Maxon differ in 


how much the city mode should decrease 
X-band sensitivity. Cincinnati Micro- 
wave’s city mode decreases sensitivity by 


20-24dB, while Maxon’s city mode de- 
creases sensitivity by 15dB. — 

In the city mode, Escort and Passport 
do a better job of eliminating stable false 
signals because of their reduced sensitivity. 
However, Maxon takes the position that 
reduced sensitivity is reduced sensitivity, 
whether you call it a “city filter” or not. 

Which philosophy is correct is an objec- 
tive decision best left up to the person 
purchasing the radar detector. The deci- 
sion on which detector is best for you 
should probably be based on three factors: 
1) Where you will use your detector most, 
in town or in less-populated areas; 2) The 
amount of X-band interference in your 
area; and 3) How much comfort you will 


take in knowing the location of various 


radar devices which share the X-band 
frequency with polige radar in your area. 


DASH MOUNT VERSUS WINDOW 
MOUNT — WHICH IS BETTER? 


“As an offshoot of the regular distance/ 


sensing tests, Mr. Tomerlin also conducted 


tests to see if mounting position affects 
radar detector sensitivity. And, if so, what 
the optimum mounting position for high- 
est sensitivity would be. 

. For the initial tests, Mr. Tomerlin mount- 
ed all of the radar detectors on the sun 
visor of the test car. He then retested the 
Passport, Escort and RD-25 mounted on 
both the dash and half-way up the wind- 


shield to measure the difference, if any, in 


sensing distance. The results were startling. 

He discovered that if you mount a radar 
detector on the dashboard, instead of on 
the window or the sun visor, you can 


decrease its sensitivity by up to 300%. 


All of the radar detectors tested, except 
the Escort, performed substantially better 
when mounted on the windshield and 
visor. (See Figure E on page 4.) 

Mounting the detectors on the visor or 
windshield increased their sensitivity by a — 
minimum of 20% to a maximum of 300%. 

But, what’s really amazing is that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Tomerlin, this radar test 
was the first ever to include mounting 
position as a test factor. 

That may explain why some radar de- 
tectors do well in one magazine’s test and 
poorly in another. It all depends on where 
they mount the detector. 

So, it is imperative that in future radar 
tests, that not only the mounting position 
be divulged, but that two different mount- 
ing positions be tested. 

Plus, each radar detector should be 
mounted on the manufacturer’s included 
mounting equipment for maximum sensi- 
tivity and performance. Why is there a — 
difference where you mount the radar? 


There are two likely explanations. 


Radar signals tend to bounce off car 


hoods. If your radar detector.is mounted 


on the dashboard, chances are the signals 
will bounce away from the detector’s 


| antenna. 


Secondly, as with any antenna, the 
height at which the detector antenna is 
mounted is crucial. Raising the antenna is 
a major way to improve performance. 

Because the deflected signals are so 
dispersed, the detector will not pick them 
up until you are much closer to the radar 
gun. And, by that time, it could be too late. 

The only unit that didn’t do better on 
the window or visor was the Escort. 

It’s interesting to note that Escort “blew 
away” both Passport and the RD-25 when 
they were mounted on the dashboard. 
But, when the detectors were moved to the 
windshield, Escort didn’t stand a chance. 

This is most likely due to the dichotomy 
between the distance range sensitivity and

WEATHER AND RADAR DETECTOR EFFICIENCY 


_ The next time you're driving on a hot- 


summer day, take a close look at the road 
ahead of you. If it’s hot enough, you'll 


probably see something that looks like 


distortion waves rising from the pavement. 
Those heat waves just might be decreasing 
your radar warning time. Hot weather 
and/or humidity greatly reduce the sensi- 
tivity of radar detectors. 


Rain, dust, snow, mist and even fog also 


drastically shorten your radar detector’s 
sensing range. These and other airborne 


pollutants scatter and reflect radar signals.’ 
So, it’s more difficult for your radar de- $ 


tector to pick them up. 

Weather conditions affect radar guns, 
too. Because radar guns must both trans- 
mit and receive radar signals, any interfer- 


ence with those signals will reduce their- 


accuracy and range. In fact, radar and 
radar detectors are practically useless 
under rainy conditions. 

During his tests, Mr. Tomerlin discov- 
ered that radar detector range increases 
with cooler temperatures and cleaner air. 
Because of the hot, dusty weather condi- 
tions in the desert, he had to conduct the 


THE TRUTH ABOUT 
TRAFFIC RADAR 


For years, the driving public has been 

led to believe that traffic radar is infallible. 

_ The truth is, traffic radar can be highly 

- inaccurate. In fact, one study has estimated 

that up to 25% of all radar tickets are 
issued in error. 

Contrary to popular belief, radar guns 
do not always clock the target vehicle that 
is “out front and closest” to the radar gun. 
When several vehicles are present, radar 
cannot distinguish between them. _ 

A radar gun cannot be aimed like you 
would aim a rifle or a pistol. It projects a 
beam that spreads out from the gun like 
the beam of a flashlight. 
| This beam does not necessarily choose 

the closest target vehicle, the largest target 
vehicle, or even the fastest target vehicle. 
Instead, it chooses: the best radar signal 
reflector within its range. And, that can 
cover quite a large area. 

- At 500 feet, the beam of a typical radar 


gun covers two lanes of traffic. At 1,000 


feet, it will cover all four lanes of a divided 
highway. And, at 5,000 feet, the beam can 
extend over an area large enough to land 
a small plane! 

So, if there’s a larger vehicle, such as a 
truck, speeding down the road behind 
you, the radar may pick up the truck’s 
speed instead of yours. And, since your 
vehicle is the closest, you could be given 
the ticket. 

There are any number of external forces, 
besides other vehicles, that can cause false 


straight-ahead tests over two days. 
He found that before 11 a.m. (when the 
winds were calm and the temperatures 


relatively cool) and after 5 p.m. (after the 
midday winds died down and the sun be- 


to set) the sensitivity of ALL the radar 
detectors tested increased dramatically. 
This means that if you were to test the 


same radar detector at 8 a.m., 10 a.m., 12 — 


p.m., 1 p.m. and 4 p.m., it’s likely you’d 
get five totally different sets of results. 
According to Mr. Tomerlin, previous 
magazine radar tests may not have taken 
the weather into consideration, which may 
have led to inaccurate results. 
In fact, Popular Mechanics, in a radar 


detector test published in their July 1987 


issue, summarized Maxon’s performance 


by saying “However, this may have been 


due to an early morning mist giving better 
reflectivity to the radar. In clearer weather, 
they [Maxon] might not have done so well.” 

In order to ensure accuracy in radar 


detector evaluations, and overcome this 


weather anomaly, great care should be 
taken that all the detectors are tested 
under similar weather conditions. 


: radar speed readings. Power stations, 
fluorescent, mercury and sodium-vapor - 


street lamps, chain-link fences and buil- 
dings can all interfere: with radar guns. 

Plus, when a radar gun is set up near 
an airport, the airport radar can produce 
very high false speed readings. , 

Dust, rain, high humidity and other ad- 
verse weather conditions also decrease 
radar accuracy and range. Even a patrol 
car’s air conditioner, police band or CB 
radio can cause incorrect readings. 


Plus, the angle of the radar gun in- 
relation to the target vehicle drastically 


affects the gun’s accuracy. 
How reliable is traffic radar? In- 1980 
the National Bureau of Standards eon- 


- ducted performance evaluation tests on a 


number of different radar guns. Their 
findings weren’t encouraging. 

All but two of the units gave false 
readings due to interference from a CB 


radio in the same vehicle as the radar gun, 
while two of the units were affected by 


transmissions over the police radio. 

-= Electrical interference affected two of 
the units. And, interference from air condi- 
tioner and heater fans was found to cause 
false readings in four of the radar guns 
tested. 

‘On top of that, six of the radar guns 
tested exceeded the recommended beam 
width — one by more than 50%. 

But, this wasnt the only radar gun 
evaluation test conducted. The Internation- 
al Association of Chiefs of Police also con- 


ducted tests on 24 radar gun models. 


Their findings weren’t much better. - 
They found that three of the units did 


It’s almost certain that detectors tested 
in the morning and evening, when the 
temperature is generally cooler and the air 
dryer, will consistently perform better than — 


- those tested in the heat of midday. 


By retesting the radar detectors, so that 
all were tested at the same time of day, 
Mr. Tomerlin has certainly set new stan- 
dards and procedures for all magazine

Based on these findings, Mr. Tomerlin 
concluded that “mounting virtually any 
radar detector on the visor or windshield 
should make it more effective than even 
the BEST detector mounted on the dash.” 
- So, no matter which radar detector you 
use, to get the maximum sensing range, it’s 
critical to raise the detector at least six 
inches off the dashboard. __ 


not function properly at low temperatures. 
One of these three also failed the high 
temperature test while another failed the — 
high humidity test. | | 
Five of the radar guns did not comply 
with the speed accuracy requirements of 
the test. And, four of the units exceeded 
the permissible band width. — ) 
_ All of these findings add up to one con- 
clusion — radar is not infallible. Yes, 
better radar guns can be built. But, at 


present, there are no federal regulations 


governing the manufacture and use of 
traffic radar. 

Until some standards are set for both 
the manufacture and use of radar, I don’t 
think traffic radar can be viewed as a 
reliable means of traffic safety control. 

If you’re driving through a radar zone, 


. it’s better to stay well below the posted 


maximum speed limit. Otherwise, you 
might find yourself with a ticket intended 
for someone else. 

The radar gun only gives a speed oe 
ing. It does not show which vehicle is res- 
ponsible for the reading. 

And, “instant on” radar guns require 


‘extensive operator training (which is not 


always available or given) to even hope to 
be accurate. 

If you’re stopped for speeding, ask the 
officer how much training he had, what- 
angle the radar gun was at in respect to 
the road, and if he could easily distinguish 
between your vehicle and other vehicles 
on the road around you. 

You may get some surprising answers. 
And, if you weren’t speeding, you may -

RADAR AND RADAR DETECTORS EXPLAINED 


You may not be aware of it, but most of 
“us come into contact with some form of 
radar signals every day. = 

The automatic doors at the local super- 
market use radar. Meteorologists use radar 
to predict the weather. Baseball scouts use 
radar to clock a pitcher’s fastball. Astron- 
 omers use radar to explore distant. stars. 
-= Commercial aviation would be impossible 
without radar. And, of course, law en- 
forcement agencies use radar for traffic 
control. 

Radar has become : a part of everyday 
life. But, for most people, radar seems like 
something out of a science fiction movie. 


- And, if you’ve ever seen a radar gun, it 


does look like some kind of alien ray gun. 

The basic scientific principle behind 
radar is quite simple. The term “radar” 
stands for Radio Detection and Ranging, 
which means the detection and location of 
remote objects (such as planes, automo- 
biles or even spacecraft) by the reflection 
of radio waves. | 


There are many different types of radar, 


so let’s examine the kind that you’re proba- 
bly most familiar with — traffic radar. 

_ There are two types of traffic radar 
devices. The one-piece unit, a standard 


radar gun, combines a radar antenna, 
-which both transmits and receives micro- 


wave (radio) waves, with a computer. 


The other type of radar device is a two- © 


piece unit where the antenna is separate 
from the computer. Both types work on 


the same principle, which is called the 
Doppler Effect. 


The Doppler Effect is easiest to dee 
stand in terms of sound waves. If you’ve 
stood beside a road when a car drove past, 
then you’ve experienced the Doppler 
Effect. 

As the car approaches, you hear a high- 
pitched sound. The instant the car passes 
by, you hear a lower-pitched sound. As 
the car drives toward or away from you, 


the frequency of the sound changes, caus- 
_ ing the pitch to change. The speed of the 


car adds to the pitch of the sound as the 
car approaches, and subtracts from the 
pitch as it drives away. 

How much the pitch, or frequency, is 
increased or.decreased depends upon the 
speed of the car. This change from true 
pitch, or frequency, is called Doppler shift. 

Radar works the same way, except it 
uses microwaves instead of sound waves. 

The antenna sends out microwave radar 


signals of a known frequency. K-band 


radar guns operate at a frequency of 24 


Gigahertz (gigahertz is a unit of frequency 


equal to one billion hertz) and X-band 


radar guns operate at 10 Gigahertz. 

When the radar signal comes into con- 
tact with a moving object, such as a car or 
truck, part of the signal is reflected back to 


the antenna, but at another frequency. 


The difference in frequency will depend on 
the speed of the target with respect to m 
antenna. 

The computer calculates the difiere 
between the two frequencies and converts 
it into “miles per hour,” then displays this 
figure in the — unit’s “target. speed | 


window.” 
Some radar units have a single speed- 


reading window, while others employ two. 
The single window units display only the 
speed of the target vehicle. They must be 
used from a parked patrol car. 
The two-window units display both the 


target speed and the speed of the patrol 


car. These units can be used either in the 
stationary mode or from a patrol car in- 


~ motion. 


- Radar detectors vak on the exact same 
principle as radar guns. Like radar guns, 
they have antennas, called “horns,” that 


-= receive radar signals. | 


A radar detector scans the entire micro- 
wave frequency, searching for stable X-. 


_ and K-band signals. It’s like tuning up and | 


down the FM band on your receiver when 
you look for a particular radio station. 

Once a radar detector finds a signal, it 
will scan the frequency band an average of 
8 to 10 times in one second, looking for a 
signal at the same frequency. © | 

If it finds the frequency again, it is most 
likely a stable radar signal, not a false 
alarm, and the detector will warn you that | 
there is radar in the area. 

How well a radar detector receives or 
picks up radar signals depends on the size 
and shape of its horn. The horn must pick 
up radar signals from straight-ahead and 
signals that come in from the sides. How- 
ever, it’s impossible for any horn to do 
both equally well. 

It’s like your own peripheral vision. — 
When you look straight ahead, you can 
see a far distance in front of you. At the 
same time, you can also see things out of 
the corners of your eyes, but not quite as 


well. 


The same is true wah radar detector 
horns. Usually, a horn is better at picking 


up either straight-ahead signals or periph- 


eral, reflected signals. 

Straight-ahead sensing is, of course, 
important in situations when the radar 
gun is in a relatively-straight line in front 
of you. The peripheral sensing is necessary 
for picking up reflected radar signals 
around bends or over hills. | 

So, when designing a horn, the engineer

must compromise as to the “gain” (which 
affects straight-ahead range) and the 
“beam width” of the radar detector (which 
affects the width of the sensing field or 
-what is commonly called by engineers 
spurious sensing lobes). 
The term “beam width” may be a little 
confusing. A radar detector does not pro- 
_ ject a beam, like a radar gun. | 
But the reception pattern of the horn is 
beam-like. It covers an area that begins at 
_ the detector and spreads out in a cone, the 
way radar signals do when projected from 
a gun. 


However, because it has to search a 
larger area, the beam width of a radar 
detector is much larger than the beam 


width of a radar gun. | 

Beam width is measured in degrees. 
And, the larger the beam width, the larger 
the side lobes will be. But, the straight- 
ahead range (gain) will be reduced. Of 
course, the smaller the beam width, the 
greater the gain. 

Which is more important is objective. 
But, considering that it’s becoming stan- 
dard procedure for radar operators to hide 
behind corners and beneath hills, a wider 
beam width may be better. 


Today, however, all better radar detec- 


tors, including Cincinnati Microwave’s 
and Maxon’s, are designed td give you

These results show that the range of all- 
the radar detectors tested exceeded the 
range of the radar guns in every instance. 
A greater range of sensitivity than provid- 
ed by these radar detectors is of little value 
in identifying traffic radar, and would 


_ probably result in a high number of false 
warnings. 


In fact, the variations in range between 
the makes and models of radar detectors 
tested were less significant than differences 
occurring from outside influences such as, 
mounting position (see “Dash Mount Ver- _ 
sus Windshield Mount — Which Is Bet- 
ter?” on page 5), weather conditions (see 


“Weather and Radar Detector Efficiency” 


on page 6), and vehicle speed. 2 
For most radar detector users, features — 
‘such as volume control, warning-light visi- 


bility, muting/dimming capability and 


mounting accessories will outweigh any | 
minor differences in radar detector sensi- 


tivity. 


Mr. Tomerlin further concluded that, 
based on these considerations and the 
results of the tests, “the Maxon RD-25 is . 
judged to be the best buy among the 

detectors tested and the Cincinnati Micro- 
wave Passport is judged to be the best 
detector regardless of price.” | 


FINAL THOUGHTS 


Well, the Cincinnati Microwave/ Maxon 
Radar Challenge is now history. It was a 
lot of hard work. Especially the three days 
we spent in the desert. But, I have to 
admit, it was a lot of fun. 

We learned a lot of important and fas- 
cinating things about radar and radar 


detectors. They even let me take a ride in © 


the test car as it zoomed around the track 
at a pulse-pounding 115 mph. And, I hope 
=- you enjoyed reading about the radar 
challenge as much as I enjoyed writing 
about it. 


Overall, I was very pleased with the 


results. I think they proved what I’ve 
always believed, that all good radar detec- 
tors are basically the same. It’s pretty clear 
that Cincinnati Microwave beat us in 
“First Alert” and we beat them in “Contin- 
~ uous Alert” and “Full Alert.” 

In my opinion, there just isn’t much 
difference between Cincinnati Microwave 
and Maxon radar detectors. And, there 
certainly isn’t enough of a difference to 
justify you paying up to $200 more for an 
Escort or Passport radar detector. 

I want to stress, however, that DAK 

does not advocate speeding. I believe radar 
detectors should be used to prevent speed- 
ing. If you’re like me, sometimes when 


you're driving, your car may creep up a 


little over the speed limit. 
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If you’re not looking at your speed- 


‘ometer, it’s very easy to speed without 


even knowing it. No one wants to get a 
costly speeding ticket. And, you certainly 
don’t want your insurance rates raised. 

I believe radar detectors do help us to 
be safer drivers. In fact, studies have 
shown that radar detector users are better 
drivers. 

But, just like a lot of things, radar 
detectors can be misused by some irres- 
ponsible drivers who make all of us radar 
detector owners look like criminals. If 
you're one of those people who zooms up 
to 90 mph as soon as the beeping stops, | 
sincerely hope you get a ticket. _ 

And, make no mistake, you will get 
ticketed. I recently received a letter from a 
police officer who told me that, whether or 
not you have a radar detector, if you speed 
regularly, you will get caught. 

I’m glad of that. Because I don’t want to 
be on the road with speeders. And, I cer- 
tainly don’t want my family on the road 
with them. So, if radar detectors cause 


speeders to slow down, then I’m all for 


them. 

Unfortunately, not everyone feels this 
way. There is a group of people out there, 
including the GEICO insurance company, 
that is trying to get radar detectors banned. 


There have been over 110 pieces of legis- 


lation introduced in 33 states seeking to 
ban radar detectors. So far, our rights as 


Americans have been protected. But, it’s 
getting close. 

I’m deathly afraid that precedents could 
be set with radar that may have far-reach- 
ing effects on the American life that we 
have fought for and cherish. _ 

There is hope. Recently, a court in — 
Maryland overruled GEICO when they 
tried to deny auto insurance to radar de- 
tector owners. 

And, the California Deran meni of In- 
surance has ordered GEICO to renew the 
policy of a driver who owns a radar 
detector or face fines of up to $10,000 a 
day for discrimination violations. And, 
that’s exactly what it is, discrimination. 

- You see, both Maryland and California 
stated that GEICO failed to produce proof — 
that radar detector owners are higher risk 
drivers. In both states they have forbidden _ 


GEICO from discriminating against radar 


detector owners. Of course, GEICO has 
repeatedly appealed both decisions. So, 
the battle rages on. 3 

But, it seems that I’m not the only con-. 
cerned American motorist that believes 


` radar detectors help us to be better drivers. 


Now that the challenge is over, I sincere- 
ly hope that we (DAK and Maxon) can. 
join hands with Cincinnati Microwave 
and, along with groups like RADAR (the 
Radio Association Defending Airwave 
Rights), fight for our nee as radar de- 
tector Owners.

It’s frustrating. You buy the best casset- 
tes. You have the finest cassette decks. 

But whether you re-record your casset- 
tes or just perform level checks, if you're 
like me, you will experience increased 
hiss and distortion. 

Here’s why. When you record casset- 
tes, you're actually laying down two 
tracks in each direction on the tape. 

When you re-record, you are erasing 
the tracks and laying down new tracks 
over the old ones. Well, the erase poten- 
tial of your cassette deck is more than 
adequate to erase the tape. 

But, as the tape moves by the head, 
the track you are erasing often skews 
(moves) slightly from side to side. So, 
when you re-record or play back a tape, 
you're still hearing the ‘old’ edges of 
tracks coming and going as the tape 
moves slightly from side to side. 

Video Too. Use it for video. Instead of 
decreased hiss, you'll see less snow. 

Even new tapes are bulk erased.

In the process 
of slitting the tape, steel blades (often 
magnetized) are used that can cause 
‘squeal’ to be recorded on the tape.
